POOR PROSPECIS FOR IRON.
The Promised Revival Apparently Farther
Oft Than Ever Antlicipated,

New Yorx, May 5—[Special]l—The Jron
Age, in its report to-morrow, will say:

Prospects of a revival in the iron trade are
still very remote. Last week nearly 1,000
ovens in the Connellsville district were lafd
off, making 1,600 ovens shut down in three
weeks. For somo tlne past the operators
have kept all the ovens in Llast they possi-
bly could, hoping for an inereased demand.
The aciton of the operators now, in shutting
down additiona! ovens, means sthat they
hinve reluctantly arrived at the conclusion
thint there will be no immediate improve-
ment in lron, and therefors none in the de-
mand for ecoke. Our reports from the
varions iron centers show no recovery in
prices, but on the contrary, lower flzures
than any proviously recorded. Our Phila-
delphin correspondent states that sales have
been made at Hurrishurg on n basis of $12 80
for mill iron, while from Pittsburg we learn
that n sale o 6,000 tons of Bessemer plz was
mnde at §4 25 for delivery in May, June and
July. A sale of 5,000 tons of steel hillets Is
also reported from Pittsburg at $22 35 nt miil
for delivery in May, June, July and August,
Predictions are freely mado there that
Bessemer ple will tooelh $M4 und steel
billets $22 beilore the month is ended,

The forelsn markets nro thus reviewed by
cable: In prices lor wurrants there has
been more or less irregularity, with Scotch
selling off to 40+ 10.1@g40s 11d, while Cleveland
ndvanced 10 58 Id, and hewntites tod0s
1}4d. Stocks in publicstores huve undergone
A lurther reduction, lntest returns showing
471,000 rons Seoteh and 104,000 tons Cleveland,
a decrease of 3,000 tons and 10,000 tons, re-
spectively.
